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What is the SDF? 


The Source Development Fund (SDF) is an 
important element of the Federal government’s 
economic expansion strategy for the 1980’s. In 
line with the government’s overall procurement 
policy of purchasing from Canadian sources 
wherever possible, the SDF is intended to help 
Canadian-based industry get a larger share of 
the more than $10 billion in annual purchases 
on goods, services and construction by federal 
departments and agencies. To achieve this goe 
the SDF can assume certain costs related to 
product innovation, ‘‘front-end’’ development 
and increased Canadian content. The SDF is 
administered by Supply and Services Canada 
(iSSCi 


Who can apply? 


Any Canadian-based manufacturer can apply to 
the SDF. However, proposals must meet the 
following important conditions: 


a. there must be a current or firmly identified 
future requirement by a federal government 
department or agency; 


b. there must be a Significant and lasting 
industrial benefit to Canada; and 


c. the fund can pay only incremental costs on 
contracts let by SSC or another authorized 
contracting authority on behalf of federal 
departments.
